ular article of diet at Hotel Goddard just at 
present. In fact itis a tabooed diet. They 
bad ham and eggs for breakfast at the host- 
elry on Fourteenth and St. Charles streets on 
last Wednesday morning. To-day Miss Anna 
Jackson, @ boarder from Bowling Green, 
Mo., is precariously ill and at least a 
dogen of the guests from the 
proprietor, Goddard, down to the Midway 
muscle dancers have, in the meanwbDile, been 
afmfiicted with strange and painful symptoms 
of potsoning. Whether that Wednesday 
morning breakfast of ham and eggs is re- 
sponsible for all the trouble is an unsettled 
question, but there is circumstantial evi" 
denceto point to that conclusion. Nearly 
every body that ate the ham took sick, while 
those who aid not eat of it escaped the sud- 
den epidemic of sickness. 
DR. DORSETT’S STATEMENT. 

Dr. Walter B. Dorsett, whose office is inthe 
rear of McFariand’s drug store on Four- 
teenth and Washington avenue, attended 

. the three patients who were attacked by the 
peculiar symptoms. They were Miss Anna 
Jackson of Bowling Green, Mo., who ts here 
studying shorthand, Miss Nunnelly, a stenog- 
rapherat Drumm ond's and Miss Wise, a 
stenographer at Beck & Corbitt’s. Dr. Dor- 
sett said: On Wednesday evening Miss Jack- 
son come to my office and called 
me over to see her friend Miss Nunnelly. The 
young lady was suffering from severe pains 
in the small of the back and the loing and | 
affected with terrible purging and vomiting. 
The symptoms were those of arsenical 
potsoning. This could hardly be determined, 
however, without a chemical aralysis. Mies 
Jackson told me that a Miss Wise in the next 
room was also sick, and I found her suffering 
wtih the same symptoms but not in so severe 
a form. Miss Jackson herself was 
not sick but the next morning 
when I called she had a violent attack, the 
symptoms being the same as in Miss Nunnel- 
ley’scase. She grew worse,and Saturday I 
called Dr. Yarnell into consultation, as I 
learned he had been attending similar cases 
in the house. We concluded it would be best 
not to wash out the stomach, as whatever 
poison had entered it would have already ex- 
hausted itself. Miss Jackson was terribly 
weak and shattered, unable to stand any 
heavy treatment. She was in a dangerous 
condition yesterday and we despaired of her 
recovery. I gave her something to ease 
the irritation last evening, and she retained 
a dose of sulphonal that put her to sleep. 
She is better for it this morning, but it is im- 
possible to say yet whether she will recover. 
The other young ladies are better and wished 
to goto work this morning, but I advised 
them not, as they are still too 
weak for any exertion.’’ 

**What do I think of the case? It is certain- 
ly as strange a case as ever came under my 
observation. I told Mr. Goddard that it was 
undoubtedly a case of poisoning, and he as- 
sisted me to make a thorough investigation. 
Weexamined the cooking utensils and milk 
cans, interviewed the cook about the use of 
canned food, but none had been used and the 
parties said they had not been using any rat 
poison. It is a mystery tome, It looks like 
arsenical poisoning, it may be ptomaines, 
but it is not grip oor any other 
ordinary malady. We can only arrive ata 
conclusion in the case by exclusion. That is by 
by saying what is not rather than what it is. 

I understand that at least a dozen persons in 
the house have suffered from similar symp- 
toms in a more or less aggravated form. Miss 
Jackson's case is serious, but I hope for a re- 
covery. Her mother was telegraphed for 
yesterday and arrived this morning. Her 
nursing will do a great deal to pull her

His Case and Butler’s Set for Trial 
To- Morrow. 


MAYOR WALBRIDGE SAYS HE WILL DIS 
POSE OF BOTH, 


There Will Be No Further Delays—Point } 


on Which Reii Hopss to Clingto His’ 
Position Awhile Longer—Why He Was 
Not Given an Opportunity to Resten 
Walbridge Will Not Say Which Case 
Will Receive Preferences. 


The State Supreme Court passed on the 
motion for a rehearing this morning in the 
case Of Building Commissioner Reid agains t 
Mayor Walbridge by overruling it. The tele- 
gram received by the Mayor simply states 
that the motion for a rehearing was over- 
ruled, while one received by Commissioner 
Reid from his attorney, W. B. Thompson, 
states: 

Motion for rehearing overraled, but it 
dia not pass on motion to transfer to Court 
in Banc.’’ 

The Mayor looks upon the action of the 
Supreme Oourtas a final settiement of the 
legal point involved in the case and will pro- 
ceed at once with the trial of Mr. Rela. 

The latter gentleman, on the other band, 
clings to the thin thread held out by dis at- 
torney thaf the motion to transfer to the 
court In dane was not passed on and thinks 
there is yet hope of his esca ping the trial be- 
fore the Mayor. 0 

DOCKETED FOR TRIAL TO-MORROW. 

The Reid case was laid over last week until 
to-morrow at 10:30 o’clock, and ac- 
cording to the understanding had 
by the Mayor with Mr. Thompson, 
the attorney for Mr. Reid, there was 
to be no further continuances or delays in 
the event the Supreme Court decided the mo- 
tion for a reheariog against Mr. Reid. 

The hearing of City Attorney Butler is also 
set for to-morrow at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon, so that the prospects are the Mayor 
will be a very busy judge for the next 
week or s0. When seen this morning 
and asked what he would do with both cases 
on his hands he said: **Suficient for the day 
is the evil thereof. I wiiltake up the cases 
when they are called and see that the 
proper disposition is made of them. Fur- 
ther than this Ido not care to say anything 
to-day.’’ 

One possible cause of delay may bethe ab- 
sence of City Counselor Marshall from the city 
He wentto Jefferson City last night to at- 
tend toa numberof city cases that are sub- 
ject to call on the docket at any time. 

One of Mr. Reid’s attorney’s, Mr. W. B. 
Thompson, is also at Jefferson City, and may 
raise the point that the Mayor should not 
proceed with Mr. Reid's case until the mo- 
tion to transfer the case has been passed on. 

REID NOT ASKED TO RESIGN. 

In regardto City Attorney Butler’s case 
Mayor Walbridge stated that his object in 
calling Mr. Butler to his office was to tell him 
the exact state of affairs and give bim an op- 
portunity to resignif he so desired. 

As Mr. Butler emphatically signified his in- 
tention of not resigning, the Mayor 
said there was nothing to de done 
but serve him with a copy of the 


charges and summon him toatrial. Some 
comment was made on the Mayor’s action to 
the effect that the privilege of resixning 
accorded Mr. Butler was not extended to 
Butiding Commissioner Reid. To this the 
Mayor’s friends reply that the charges 
against Mr. Reid were not preferred by the 
Mayor, but by Mr. R. E. Meuath, President 
of the Board of Public Improvements, so 
that the cases are not paraliel. 

It is claimed that the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision gives Reid a right of appeal to the UIr- 
cuit Courtin case Mayor Walbridge shoald 
decide against him.

WasuHInctor, D. O., Jan. 8.—A rumor ts 
current at the Capitol this afternoon that the 
dispatches from Minister Willis to Secretary 
Gresham state that marines were landed 
at Honolulu from American warships, 
and that fighting and bloodshed 
ensued. This rumor, although apparently 
baseless, is gaining credence in many quar- 
ters. So far it cannot de verified. 
in favor of the correctness of the 
rumor it is argued that the Provisional 
Government, under Thurston's mentorship, 
may have become aggressive and arrested 
the Queen, thus precipitatinga riot in the 
city, and that minister Willis to protect life 
and property of Americans, landed men 
fromthe warships, who were compelled to 
use their arms to carry out thelr orders. 


ALL LIPS ms 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., J 8.—Any idea of 
obtaining information ffom the revenue 
cutter Corwin in regard to the condi- 
tion of affairs at Honmelulu has deen 
almost abandoned by the newspapers of 


this city. Capt. Munger has anchored the 
Corwin as far in shore as 22 will permit. 
She lies close to San Quentia, ten miles from 
here, with just enough oom to swing with 
the tide and clear the mud flats. It would be 
dificult to find a more inaccessible 
piace in the bay. No one leaves the cutter to 
go ashore, no one is permitted to go aboard. 
She is a floating safe deposit of news and no 
one but the authorities at Washington has 
the key aud combination.

THE POLICY OF SILENCE. 

WaSHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.—Secretary 
Gresham refuses to make public the slightest 
hint of the news contained in the dispatches 
brought by the Corwin from Minister Willis 
at Hondlulu. It is probable the people 
of the United States will have to wait 
unt the arrival at Sam Francisco of the 
passenger steamer City of Pekin, due 
Wednesday, for information ofthe situation 
in Hawali. The City of Pekin safled from 
Honolulu on Jan, 2, and wilicertainly bring 
full press dispatches, conveying an accurate 
account of events, which the state Depart- 
ment now declines to disclose. 

So far the officers and sallors on boagi the 
Corwin, which reached San Francisso last 
Friday, have not been interviewed by press 
representatives, as “wspaper men are not 
permitted to board the ship. 

This secrecy leads to the conclusion that 
important news is withheld. 

The rumor that Minister Willis has been 
given his passports by the Dale Government 
and that the Provisional Government has 
severed all diplomatic relations with the 
United States, and is now preparing 
to declare a Republic and promulgatea con- 
stitution, is still in circulation here, but is 
not generally credited. 

One thing, however, can be stated as a 
fact, that the Republicans in both branches 
of Congress believe that the Administration 
has biundered and will the make most of the 
opportunity in the directionof political cap- 
ital. 


MRS. M’GRATH’S TREASURE. 


Search Made To-Day and Some Money 
Found. 


At least 800 men, women and children 
watched the work of hunting for buried 
treasure in the front room of Miser Mary 
McGrath’s tumble-down house, 1611 Clark 
avenue. 

The hunt was commenced at 11:30 
o’clock a. m. 0. W. Roder man of 
the Public Administrator’s office conducted 
it. He was assisted by Officer James Cox. 
Three men with pick-ax, potatofork and 
snovel did the digging and three one-horse 
wagons hauled away the debris.

The First Roll-Call Developed the Pres- 
ence of 179 Members—Demand for the 
Previous Question Carried by 189 to 
O—By a Vote of 175 to 1 Jan. 289 
Was Set for a Vote on the Tariff Bill 
—Mr.{Wilson Initiates the Debate. 


@WasuiInetox, D. C., Jan. 8.—When the 
House met this morning the chances ap- 
peared to be that the dead-lock which has 
existed for the last two days for 
lack ofa Democratic quorum would be broken 
and thatthe tariff debate would begin to- 
day. The deputies of the Sergeant-at-Arms 
had brought back to Weshington enough 
members under arrest to fill out the quorum. 
The members arrested under Saturday's 
resolution are Brown of Indiana, Cadmus 
(Dem.) of New Jersey, Fielder (Dem.) of New 
Jersey, Geissenheimer (Dem.) of New Jersey, 
Lefever (Rep.) of New York, Randall (Rep.) 
of New York, Bunn (Dem.) of North Carolina, 
Childs (Rep.) of Illinols, Cornisu (Dem.) 
Fithian (Dem.) of Illinols, McLaurin (Dem.) 
of South Carolina, Talbot (Dem.) of South 
Carolina, Turpin (Dem.) of Alabama, Wood- 
ward (Dem.)of North Carolina, Broderick 
(Rep.) of Kansas, Gardner (Rep.) of New 
Jersey, Heiner (Rep.) of Nebraska, Sherman 
(Rep.) of New York and Woomer (Rep.) of 
Pennsylvania. 

The roll call showed the presence of a 
working quorum, M9 members answering. 

There was a better attendance in the 
galleries than on any day since the recon- 
voning after the holiday recess and the floor 
of the House fairly awarmed with mem 
bers. 

When the demand for the previous question 
was put it was carried by 189 to nothing, ten 
more than a quorum. Thirty minutes’ de- 
date was allowed under the rules. 

Later the roll was called on the adoption of 
the report of the Committee on Rules xing 
Jan. 25 for a vote on the Wilson bill. 

The date was changed to Jan. and the 
report adopted by a vote of 175 tol. 

Debate on the tariff then being in order 
Mr. Wilson opened the fight by a masterly 
effort, as follows: 

WILSON’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Wilson said that no great question had 
been so thoroughly brought out before the 
American people as the question of tariff re- 
form. For seven successive Congresses it 


had been the chief matter of controversy in 
both houses. For almost as long a period it 
nad been the chief matter of controversy in 
the press of the country, in every Congress- 
ional district, onthe hustings, in the school- 
house and at the country store. Thus thor- 
oughly discussed, both asto general princi- 
ples and as to its practical workings, the 
people had finally reached a definite judg- 
mentand given to this Administration the 
definite instructions. With the House asthe 
immediate representative of the people, the 
only part of our federal Govern- 
ment resting directly upon opa- 
lar suffrage, is the constitutional 
authority to originate bitls imposing taxes. 
The bill about to be considered AI a 
scheme Of tariff reform prepared by the ap- 
propriate committee of this House which it 
was now for those to consider and to deal 
with in its own deliberate qugdment. Every 
bill coveriug so wide a fleld of legislation 
and dealing with so many subjects, must 
necessarily represent in its details some 
compromise of opinion among those 
intrusted with the preparation of it. Any 
bill passed by Congress under present con- 
ditions at least must necessarily represent 
suck compromise, He did not lieve that 
the country would underrate the difficulties 
confronting those who now attempted 
to revise and reform our § tariff 
system. Among these alfficulties 
were the dropping away of friends 
whose zeal for reform was in proportion to 
the square of the distance from their own lo- 
calities and their own industries and other 
friends who differed in judgment as to the 
method now to be pursued. So also the great 
commercial distress which has in recent 
months come upon the country, paralyzing 
somany industries and gps | sO many 
thousands out of employment, made the task 
of reform the more difficult while it made the 
necessity tor the reform more imperious than 
ever. At what time could taxes be lessened 
with greater justice and greater humanity 
thanata time when thousands are strug- 
gliing for the bare necessaries of life, and 
when could we with greater timeliness and 
benefit strike some of the fetters from 
production and trade than when production 
is suppressed by its burdens and trade ham 
pered by its restrictions, A third difficulty 
in the way of reform now was the emptiness 
ofthe Treasury, We are called upon to re- 
duce taxes ata time when Gorernment debts 
are running so low that revenues have ceased 
to meet dally expenditures. 


THE DEPLETED TREASURY. 
He believed he could not better consume 
the time of the House in opening this debate 
than by giving the story of our depleted 


treasury and placing the responsibility for 
its present straits where that responsibility 
justly belonged. During the four years of 
the last Administration we have plunged 
headlong from an overflowing treasury to a 
bankrupt treasury, and that, too, without 
any lessening of the burdens of taxation up- 
on the people, but rather by a most substan- 
tial ang oppressive increase of the 
taxes. The ast report of Secretary 
Fairchild estimated the surplus revenue 
for the ear 1889 at $104,000,00. The 
first report of Secretary Windom acknowl- 
edged a surplus n the year of $105, - 
000,000. When the Cleveland administrat!on 
went out of office onthe 4th day of March, 


1880, it turned over to its successor an avalla 
die cash Dalance amounting inthe form of

years to $185,000. Duringthe Harrison ad- 
ministration the form ef Treasury state- 
ments was twice ae First dy Wr.

nterest not yet due. But even this did not 
dissipate the surplus, and the Fifty-first 
Congress was obliged to try its hand upon it. 
It refunded the direct tax to the States, a 
mere log- rolling scheme to get at the Treas- 
ury surplus, which Mr. Cleveland had vetoed 
when attempted in the previous Congress. 
This was a pure gratuity, but it has taken 
out of the Treasury over $14,000,000. Next 
came the sugar bounty act, under which 
sums amounting to $17,000,000 have been paid 
to sugar growers. 

Last of all as the chief means of distribut- 
ine the surplus was the dependant pension 
pill, under which our annual pension expen- 
diture has risen more than $60,000,000. What- 
ever right or justice there mig have been 
in this bill, itis very certain it would never 
have become a law but that those other pen- 
sioners, our protected industries, might have 
the first pull and the largest profit out of the 
taxes gathered to pay the pensioners, 

POSTER’S BOOKKEEPING. 

Neither must it be forgotten in this story of 
a depleted treasury that the Sherman law 
turned over to the last Administration as 
available cash, a trust fund of $64,000,000 de- 
posited by national banks to redeem their 
notes, nor that Secretary Foster changed the 
forms of Treasury statements by adding to it 
20,000,000 of subsidiary and minor coins 
as part of its avaliable cash. f 
then, to the more than $200, 000 , 000 
thus made away with by the last Administra- 
tion we should add the $150,000, 000 loss of rev- 
enue by the omission of taxes on tobacco and 
sugar alone, we should have a clear idea of 
the rapid and headlong steps by which we 
have been brought to our present empty 
treasury. He did not belle ve those who voted 
to put the last Administration in power ex- 
pected any revision from it inthe direction 
of increasing rates. Thecampaign of 1888 
was fought on the question of reforming ana 
reducing the existing tariff and not on the 
question of revising and raising the tariff of 
1883 


No single interest in the country, either in 
Congress or elsewhere, had the hardihood to 
assert that it meant to demand any increase 
of the protection accorded it by the bill of 
1883, and it was only the wantonness of self- 
greed, rapacity and selfishness, and 
the knowledge that their de- 
mands no matter how exorbitant, 
would bo graciously accorded that brought 
them to Washington in 1890 to write upon 
their own interests the successive schedules 
of the McKinley bill. Under the operation of 
that bill, taxes in every one of the important 
schedules have been) mercilessly and need- 
lessly increased. In manufactures of wool 
they had been raised from an average of 50 
to an average of 100 per cent. In manufact- 
ures of glass they had been raised from an 
average of to an average of 64 per. cent. 
In manufactures of iron and steel, although 
the year of 1887 had been d year of immense 
production and prosperity to those Interests, 
the tariff was raised from an average of 36 to 
to anaverage of 63 r cent, On common 
goods, although the tariff of 1883 had been 
made by the manufacturers themselves 
duties were increased froman average of 
to an average of 57 percent. Such is the bill 
we have deen called on to revise in the inter- 
est of the people who consume, of the people 
who labor and of the people comprising the 
country in general and of the prosperity of 
the country itself, 


COUNTING A QUORUM. 


Democrats Urged Speaker Crisp to 
Follow Reed’s Precedent. 


WasSHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.—Quite a num- 
ber of Democrats during the four days of last 
week urged Speaker Crisp to count a quorum 
and thus get the House out of its prosent 
tangle. Toallsuch suggestions the Speaker 
turned a deaf ear, as he was one of the men 
of the Fifty-first Congress who made a fight 
on Reed for counting a quorum, It was then 
that he quoted Reed against Reed and ap- 
pealed to- Phillip drunk from Phillip sober. ’* 

Speaker Crisp would not care to have the 
quotation revived and turned on himself. He 
holds that with the large majority which the 
party has and witha rule effectually shut- 
ting out the fillbusterers, there is no neces- 
sity for proceeding to any such extremity. 

It is said that some of the Democratic Sen- 
ators have been interesting themselves to 
some extent in the fight which is in progress 
in the House and the leaders have been ad- 
vised that what the members who are fight- 
ing the bill ask for, as to whether the income 
taxistobe made apart of the measure 
or not, ought to de made known to them. 
Senator Hill, itis sald, has advised Speaker 
Crisp that the party was entitled to know 
how much was to be incorporated in the 
bill, 

Quite a contrast is presented by the fact 
that Eastern Democrats are opposing con- 
sideration of the tariff bill because they are 
afraid an income tax will be madea part of 
the bill, and Western Populists are afraid it 
will pot de.

THE MODEL LIBRARY. 


A Catalogue cf the Books to Be Issued 
Within a Month. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.—A catalogue of 
the books selected by the American Library 
Association to form the model library is ex- 
pected to be issued by the Bureau of Educa- 
tion within a month. It was compiled by 
members of the association, and the Interior 


Department assumed the expense of pubil- 
cation. The volume consists of about 490 
pages and embraces two plans of classifica- 
tatlon—the Deewey and Cutter systems. 

It includes 5,382 volumes in the model 
library. The expenses of these is estimated 
at $12,125. The books are classified as follows: 
Biography, 685; fiction, 808; general works, 
237; philosophy, 96; ‘religion, 220; sociology, 
424; languages, 108; natural science, 355; use- 
ful arts, 268; fine arts 226; literature, 604; 
history, 768; travel, 4, 222. 

A number of other volumes are expected to 
be issued by the bureau in a short time.

THE IRRIGATION PROBLEM. 


There Is Much Government Land Which 
Cannot Be Rendered Productive. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.—The investi- 
gation of the water resources of the United 
States undertaken by the Geological Survey 
has been practically completed. The work 


was commenced in October, 1889, with the 
object of determining the quantity of water 
avallabie forthe irrigation of the arid lands 
of the West or for use as water power. The 
most active fleld work was carriedon in 
1889-1890, and studies have been made of most 
of the drainage basins of the 100th meridian 
as well as severalof the ‘‘catchments’’ of 
the East. The scientists devoted a large 
part of the time to examining the ‘‘run-offs’’ 
ofthe Missouri, Arkansas, Rio Grande and 
Snake Rivers. 

It does not appear probable,’’ said Geol- 
ogist F. Newell, that even as high as 10 per 
cent of the land now owned by the Govern- 
ment can ever be irrigated. In fact there 18 
not a safficient supply of water to bring 
under cultivation an area equal to that which 
has passed into the hands of individuals and 
corporations. There are, however. localities 
where thousands of acres can he rofitably 
irrigated by the construction of dams and 
irrigating canals.

Sicily’s Revolt Against Italy's Oppres- 
sive Rule. i 


: 


SOLDIERS’ BAYONETS MAY FAIL TO sup. 
‘PRESS THE UPRISING. 


In the Historic Island the Step From 
Riot to Revolution Is But a Short 
One—For Ages It Has Been a Battle- 
Ground—Characteristios of Ite People. 


Loxpox, Jan. §8.—The Anglo-American Tel- 
egraph Co. and all other telegraph and cable 
companies having connection with Sicily 
have been instructed not to receive any more 
secret or code messages for that island. 

The censorship over cables connecting Pal - 
ermo, Naples and Sardinia, exercised by the 
sifilian authorities, renders it dificult to get 
accurate reports of the situation on the 
isiand. Gen. Morro di Larriano, who is in 
command of the Italian troops on the 
Island of Sicily, has issued a proclamation to 
the people, which may have the effect of 
somewhat calming the storm that has arisen 
in opposition to the burden of taxation and 
other grievances which Sicilians have against 
the Government at Rome. On Saturday sev. 
eral Italian warships arrived at Palermo. 
Artillery had been placed so as to command 
every part of the city. Documents seized in 
the houses of Palermo revolutionists proved 
that they have been working in concert with 
foreigners who are known las opponents of 
Italian unity. ney raised abroad by these 
enemies of Italy hasbeen sentto leaders in 
Sicilian eities, who have used it to buy rifles 
and ammuanifion. 

Dispatches from Rome show that the 
working classes there have taken up the 
cause of the Sicilians and parade the streets 
bearing banners labeled ‘‘Live the Sicilian 
Martyrs,’’ and other devices, showing their 
sympathy with the uprising on the Island. 
The revolutionary manifestoes which precip- 
itated the arrest of Deputy de Felice and 
other popular leaders in Sicily, condemned 
the existing political and social conditions as 
the sole causes ofthe present disturbances, 
and demanded immediate reforms from the 
Government. 

The Fact dri Lavoratori, the organization 
responsible for the revolutionary movement, 
is the name of the Workingmen’s Union, to 
which mostofthe laboring people of Italy 
belong. Its leaders are, however, extreme 


Socialists, and believe in revolutionary 
methods to rightetheir grievances against 
the Government. 


REARRESTED THIS MOKNING. 
Rome, Jan, 8.—The Kev. Fr. Urso of the 
Church of St. Lucia and the Sacristian of 
thatchurch, who were arrested on Satur- 


day with other priests, his sister and 
nephew, on suspicion of being connected 
with the revolutionists, and who were sub- 
sequently released on the ground that the 
thousamd or more letters found at their res.- 
dences had been confided to them, they 
being ignorant of their contents, were rear- 
rested this morning. 

The Messaggero announces that a Sergeant 
of infantry has been arrested on the charge 
of being connected with the chief of the 
— der Laboratori, Deputy Felice Gliof- 
rids. 

An official dispatch from Palermo to-day 
says that torpedo boats have been detached 
to watch the cable landings connecting Italy 
with Sicily by wire in order to prevent the 
possibility of the cable being cut. : 


SICILY AS IT WAS AND 18. 
To understand the Sicilian troubles fully it 
is well to remember, first, that exactly 
speaking the Sicilians are not Italians and 


have been wholly governed by Italy only in 
recent years. Second, that Italy has treated 
Sicily in a most step-motherly way, despite 
the fact that this beautiful fiery island is 
Italy’s bulwark against attack from the 
sea. The outbreaks are not uprisings 
against the payment of taxes. That 
was only the direct cause, if it was a 
cause at all, and not merely a pretext for 
starting a long-prepared revolt. The impo- 
sition of the taxes was only the last load of 
many. The violence and fury of the rioters 
is easily understood and the real danger to 
Italy’s rule is realized by those who know 
the temperament ofthese people, born un- 
der a flaming sun, surrounded by heated 
seas, and dwelling over the subterranean 
fires that keep their land warm even when 
the air is cool. Like their Mount tna, 
round which they cluster, despite its rum- 
bling warnings, they have fire in their blood. 
Kipling’s lines: 

"E's ail ‘ot, sand an“ ginger when alive, 

An’ os generally shammin’ when es dead, 
apply to them Very well. It is this tempera- 
ment ofitsinhabitants which has made its 
history, a history of conquest, rebellion and 
revolution, It has been in the hands of 
many races and nations, 

The recent dispatches say that it has been 
discovered that large stores of arms have 
been going into Sicily from France for some 
time. Sicily, lying at the toe of the boot, as 
an Italian possession is a fortress tower- 
ing against the French possessions 
in Africa. As a French posses- 
sion it must be Italy’s greatest 
menace. The largest island in the Med- 
iterranean, lying near the center of that sea 
the Dreakwater Detween its eastern and 
western divisions, only eighty miles from the 
French possessions in Tunis and two miles 
trom Italy, Sicily is, next to Spain, the con- 
necting link between two quarters of the 
world. From time immemorial it has been a 
battle ground, lon ago between 
Aryan and Semitic, again between Christi 
anity and Islam. h historian 
can trace its history as far back as history 
goes, ana still find the influence 
of the dim past visible in the Sicilians of to- 
day, visible in the olive crowned isiand’s 
architecture and ruins, Phonicians, Tro- 
jans, Greeks, Romans, Arabs, Normans, 
Hebrews, Africans and Spaniards fought for 
the island. Trinderia, Greek poets called it 
on account of its shape, like that of atri- 
angle, a bloody triangle were all the time 
there has-been death by the sword, by fire 
from the snowy mount. 

Who at the sounding of its name does not 
think of the Sicilian vespers, those beautiful 
vespers which began with the singing of all 
the bells of Sicily welcoming the Easter 
When that 
Easter day was over the island was an 
island of corpses. Every adherent, foreign 
or native, of the French usurper, Charles of 
Anjou, was slaughtered and driven from the 
country. 

So Sicily was and is, The Spaniard ruled it 
again, not so long ago. The European settie- 
ment Of 1812 brought the Spanish Bourbon 
Charles III, back tothe turone, Then Ferdi- 
nand I, became king of the united kingdom 
of the Two Sicilies. Against hig successor, 
Francis I., loud mutterings were heard, and 
the people, finally driven to wrath by the 
suppression of its separate constitution, rose 
victorious in 1848 and drove the dynasty out. 
The Spanish Bourbon left a curse behind him 
that still lies heavy on the land in the shape 
of the remnants of the old feudal system. 

In 1860 Sicily welcomed with all the warmth 
of its hot blood the delivered Garibaldi, and

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BANK OF ENGLAND. 


A Writer in the London Times Admits 
Serious Irregularities. 


Loxpor, Jan, 8.—The Times to-day pub- 
lishes a long letter, which is attracting much 
attention in the city this afternoon. The 
article referred to deals with the criticisms 
on the Bank of Englanda’s position, and says 
that it is true that serious irregularities have 
lately come to light in the management of 
the bank; but, the letter adds, nothing 
has happened to justify the language 
used during the last twomonths. It is im- 
possible to dispense with the bank’s services 
to the money market. If the banks had to 
keep the crown reserves instead of pooling 
their reserves at the bank, they would be 
obliged to have much larger reserves than at 
present. 

The writer then proceeds to offer various 
suggestions tending to improve the bank’s 
position, and saysthat it must Increase its 
discount business by encouracing and not by 
discouraging the visits of bill brokers. In 
the opinion of the writer the present system 
of changing the Governor of the Bank of En- 
gland every two years should be abolished 
and a permanent official should be provided 
for in preference to a chief cashierwitha 
high salary. The latter also suggests a re 
duction in the average age of the Committee 
ofthe Treasury, who are inclined to be too 
— regarding general manage 
ment.

It is agreed by the highest authorities 
on the subject ot' relief for the distressed 
that the best form is that which gives em- 
ployment to those able to work. Practical 
philanthropists, charitable workers, all 
who have given intelligent study to the 
problem, unite in this opinion, 

This is the form of relief for the unem- 
ployed of St. Louis embodied in the Post- 
DISPATCH’s plan to build a lake in Forest 
Park. It proposes to distribute the §20,- 
000 guaranteed by the Lindell Railway and 
as much more as the people of this city 
will contribute in the form of wages to 
workmen who are forced into idleness 
through the stagnation of business, 

But not only will the success of the plan 
give relief to the distressed workmen in a 


way which will cause no loss of self re- 


spect or impairment of the habit of in- 
dastry, but it will secure to St. Louisans a 
magnificent improvement for their beauti- 
ful park. A fine lakeinthe park will be 
an endless source of enjoyment and health- 
ful exercise for young and old, in winter 
and summer. 

The chief point to be gained is the prompt 
beginning of the work. The crisis of dis- 
tress is on the city. The demand for em- 
ployment must be met at once. To delay 
is to defeat the highest purpose of the 
movement, It wasto meet this emergency 
that the Post-DisPaTcH formed the plan 
proposed. It is the only plan that 
meets it, 

The $20,000 of the Lindell Railway Co. 
will be available for the beginning of 
the work as soon as the ordinance relieving 
the company from further obligation is 
adopted by the Municipal Assembly.

“THE FRIENDs OF THE NEGRO,”’ 


In the January number of the Forum 
Senator Hoar hasan article upon Charles 
Sumner, in which, so to speak, ‘‘the 
horn’’ of the defunct statesman ‘‘is 
highly exalted’’; and that, too, at the 
expense of other defuncts of the same 
period whose friends will be likely to have 
something to say about it later. For in- 
stance, Hoar declares that ‘‘if Garrison 
had had his way, there would have been a 
great slave empire on the North American 
continent at this moment; and if Phillips 
had had his way, Lincoln would have been 
driven from power in the middle of the 
rebellion, and the South would have been 
permitted to depart in peace. Further- 
more—according to Hoar—Lincoln is the 
only one who ‘‘can compare with Sumner 
in unerring instinct, and Lincoln owed 
much to his counsels.’’ Hoar, perhaps, 
did not know, and had he known probably 
would not have said—what is the historic 
truth—that Lincoln considered Sumner an 
unmitigated nuisance, whose alleged 
‘*counsels’’ added largely to his burdens; 
a man, as he once said, who ought to be 
King of Prussia.’’ 

Hoar’s attempt to monopolize the honors 
of the anti-slavery crusade for the Massa- 
chusetts Senator reminds us of an interest- 
ing fact in connection therewith, which 
ought not to be altogether forgotten. 
When the negroes were free, and especially 
when they had been made citizens, one 
would naturally suppose that their 
friends, Sumner & Co., would have taken 
at least a little interest in fitting them for 
the duties and responsibilities which citi- 
zenship involves. No such interest was 
manifested, except in cheap talk from a 
comfortable distance. Neither Sumner, 
nor Garrison, nor Phillips, nor even 
Fred Douglass, cared enough for the 
emancipated and enfranchised blacks 
to go among them on a mission of kind- 
ness and mercy, study their condition, and 
give them such advice as they needed. 
Sumner could ‘‘counsel’’ Lincoln—who 
had forgotten more political knowledge 
than he ever had—but had no ‘‘counsel’’ 
for the poor negro, who had been sudden- 
ly thrust into a position for which he was 
confessedly unprepared and unfit. Sum- 
ner, Garrison, Phillips, and Douglass, were 
continually demanding more ‘‘rights’’ 
for the colored citizen, but they never 
went near enough to him to see whether 
he was capable of appreciating and im- 
proving the rights he had already ob- 
tained. They thought it far more impor- 
tant that he should ride inthe same rail- 
way or street car with white people, than 
that he should be honest, industrious, and 
an intelligent voter. In short, Sumner & 
Co. left the negroes they had helped to 
emancipate and enfranchise to ‘‘stew in 
their own grease’’—and they have been 
**stewing’’ ever since. 

Meanwhile the negro question—which 
James Bryce considers ‘‘by all odds the 
most important question in American 
politics’’—still confronts us, and the day 
ofits permanent and satisfactory settle- 
ment is not yet in sight. ,

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Still Moving On and Up. 
From the Philadelphia Ledger. 

The hard times have made no impression 
on the business of the newspapers, unless the 
record of THE NEW YORK WORLD is ex- 
ceptional and extraordinary. Mr. Pulitzer’s 
newspaper has in 1893 surpassed all previous 
achievements in point of circulation and 
advertising. It attained an average daily 
circulation of 400,850,an increase of 20,351 
over the next best year, and thetotal num 
ber of advertisements printed was 896,500, a 
gain of 5,525. One day it printed and circu- 
lated 629,176 papers, and for an anniversary 
number printed 100 pages, the biggest news- 
paper ever printed and sold at 
the regular price. The statistics of Tas 
WoORLD read almost like a report from the 
Clearing- House. The lines of figures are as- 
tounding. The total number of papers 
printe’ during the year was 146,311,800; the 
number of pounds of paper used was 28,972,- 
000, with nearly halt a million pounds of ink. 
The number ofems set was 612,894,177. and 
the number of individual pieces of type 
handled 1,838,682,530. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that so few newspapers 
nave figured among the business disasters { of 
the year. Seventy-five railways, banas by 
the hundredand mercantile houses by the 
thousand have been forced into bankruptcy, 
some of them being among the most noted 
firms ofthe country. But of bankrupt news 
papers how few! In New York and Brooklyn 
not a single daily newspaper has suspended 
payments auring the year.

Labor and capital applied to land produce 


all wealth. 
All capital is wealth, but all wealth is not 
capital. Capital is that part of wealth 


which is devoted to the aid of production. 

A tax on goods is a tax on labor. A tax on 
commodities makes them harder to get. Tax 
dogs and they become scarce. Tax win- 
dows, as in France, and houses darken. Tax 
wealth and it idisappears. 

Tax the manufacturer and he adds the tax 
to the price of his goods; the wholesaler, the 
jobber and the retatler do the same, and 
when the article enters the hands of the con- 
sumer he pays the taxes of three or four men 
with a profit on the tax added. 

Capital is the child of labor and employed 
by it, and tothrow obstacles in its way is 
like bitting offour noses to spite our own 
faces. Totax the products of labor makes 
them dearer, — tg te decreases, Manu- 
facturers sell less and consequently need a 
smaller number of laborers. 

Thrown outof employment they compete 
with their fortunate brethren in an already 
overcrowded market, wages fall and the in- 
telligent voters who attempted to tax wealth 
catch it at both ends. 

Take the oft-quoted poor man who owns a 
little home of his own, 

Before he is permitted to increase the 
wealth of the community he must pay a high 
price for a 6x9 piece of God's footstool; he is 
indirectly taxed for every nail, board, brick, 
and stone and other bullding material; his 
house is built and finished by a taxed carpen- 
ter, a taxed mason, a taxed painter, a taxed 
plumber and a taxed paperhanger, all of 
whom perform thelr jobs with taxed tools. 

But this was not all. The lot, which while 
growing weeds was assessed at about 10 per 
cent of its value, is now taxed at 80 per cent. 
Thus is punished the enterprise, the thrift 
and the industry of the laborer who turnsa 
desert into a garden. Possessing little or 
nothing the poor man needs little or no pro- 
tection, but he is taxed for it just the same; 
he is taxed on his perosnal property; he can- 
not sella peck ot apples or a busheijof coal 
without a license, he is taxed for schools, to 
enter which his children have not a ghost of 
show; he must support universities, where 
wise-looking professors teach that a robber 
tariffjis conducive to the welfare of the toll- 
ers and he is taxed for the construction of 
avenues and boulevards used by the blooded 
owners of biooded horses only. 

This is McKinleyism—Republican ism if you 
will—of a high scented kind and this system 
of fleecing the people unfortunately is also 
upheld by a goodly number or persons who 
claim to be Democrats. 

Democracy is and of necessity must be — 4+ 
posed to all sumptuary laws and all who 
favor the taking of private property for 
public uses are not true Democrats.

MARY CLEMENTS, A CHANCE SPEQTA- 
ron, BOUND AND GAGGED. 


Though the Police Were at Once Notified 
end Began Scouring the Entire City 
the Three Bold Thieves Made Good 
* Phetr Becape—Details of One of the 
Most Daring of Daylight Robberies. 


“On1caco, In., Jan. 8.—Three desperadoes 
captured between $5,000 and $10,000 worth of 
plunder in the Star Loan Office, 55 Randolph 
street, during business hours to-day. The 
menescaped, though police officers quickly 
began scouring the city for the robbers. 

Samuel Greenburg owns the pawnshop. It 
was in charge of Lionel Greenburg, a clerk. 
He was bound and gagged before the men 
began Operations on the stock. They were 
interrupted as they were pocketing the plun- 
Ger by 10-year-ola Mary Clements, a 
neighbor’s child. The robbers seized the 
girl and bound and gagged her. Her absence 
led to the discovery of the robbery. She and 
young Greenburg were found helpless in the 
rear of the bullding. 

Lione! Greenburg was alone inthe office 
when the robbers appeared. He had pre- 
viously opened the shop, unlocked the safe 
and was busying himself about his duties 
when a stranger called and asked to be shown 
afur coat. Greenburg led the man tothe 
rar of the store and began showlng him an 
assortment of capes. Suddenly the man, 
he says, seized him and threw him to 
the floor. At this moment two others 
entered the office and joined in the 
attack on the clerk. He is 2 years 
ola, of slight build, and was soon 
overpowered. The thieves bound his hands, 
gagged him witn a red handkerchief and 
tossed his helpless body in a corner of 
the office, Clothing and loose articles in the 
store were piled over him until hewas al- 
most hidden from view. One man stood 
guard over the corner and dis 
confederates started for the safe. 
The outer door was closed, buat not locked, 
Greenburg having opened the combination 
goon after his arrival. Valuable property 
contained in the safe was protected, 
however, by an inside compartment 
locked with keys. These keys were in 
Greenburg’s pockets, and the robbers made 
him give them up. Opening the small 
drawer they found property valued 
by Samuel Greenburg, the proprietor, at 
nearly $10,000. He says there were a number 
of diamonds and gold watches and $500. One 
diamond, he says, weighed 8 karats, and was 
worth $800. 

The robbers took a small satchel from the 
stock and dropped initthe contents of the 
tray. Greenburg next occupied their 
attention. He wore a diamond 
stud and a gold watch and chain. 
These articles were added to the plunder de- 
posited in the satchel, As the men were 
preparing to leave Mary Clements, 
a child of the family occupying 
apartments above the pawnskop, ran down.- 
stairs to learn the time of day. Her entrance 
created a momentary hesitation. One ofthe 
robbers seized her and binding her hands, 
marched her to a corner near Greenburg. 
After a few moments’ further delay the rob- 
bers left the office. 

Greenburg succeeded in loosing himself 
when the man who had guarded him with 
the revolver left, and ran out to the street as 
ohe ofthe Clements family was entering to 
und the child. 

Hurriedly telling his story he started ona 
run for Desplaines Street Police Station, 
where a large number of officers were at once 


put to work upon the case.

The SUNDAY Tosr- Dier ron yesterday pub- 
lished the details of the plan for the relief of 
the unemployed men of St. Louis. 

The plan proposes the immediate opening 
of work on the establishment of ofa large 
boating and skating lake in Forest Park, the 
work to be done by men now vainly seeking 
employmentin this city, and to be paid for 
from a fund to de raised by corporate, popu- 
lar and private subscription. 

The plan offers a two-fold Denefit. It 
promisesa solution of the great problem of 
providing employment for the unemployed, 
and the addition ofa splendid attraction to 
Forest Park. 

That the work proposed dy the establish® 
ment ofthe LAKE PooR FUND will meet with 
the promptest and heartiest response from 
the public the Post- DISPATCH feels assured. 

That it has already received the unqualified 
indorsement andco-operation of city officials, 
who are alike interested in relieving the dis- 
tress now prevalent in St. Louis and in se- 
curing the lake from Forest Park,is shown 
in the following interviews: 

In the work of developing and maturing 
the plans for the making of such a lake as is 
proposed in Forest Park, it has been neces- 
sary to confer often during the past month 
with Mayor Walbridge, President sicMath of 
the Board of Public Improvements, Park 
Commissioner Fechter and other city of- 
ficials. In every instance there has been ex- 
pressed the warmest approval of the work 
proposed, both as to its first great mission of 
offering employment to the unemployed 
and its practical value as a means of secur- 
ing a notable additional attraction for Forest 
Park. a 

MAYOR WALBRIDGE’S INDORSEMENT. * 

Mayor Walbridge entered at once into the 
heartiest co-operation with the plan. 

It is an excellent idea,’’ sald his honor, 
entirely practicable, and beneficial to the 


city in atwo-folii way. In the first place the 
great problem ofthis winter for the municl- 
pal government to solve is that of relieving 
the distress occasioned Dy so many people 
being out of employment. It ts a problem 
that has to de faced by every city, 
there being no doubt ‘about the existence of 
widespread distress. Yet how to relieve that 
distress under present circumstances is a 
dificult thing to settle. Thecity can not do 
it; money is available only for the most ur- 
gent work. ‘The fact of some distress pre- 
valling means that there isa duty for the 
community to perform in assisting to relleve 
it. The offering of employment to the unem- 
ployed is the wisest way in the world to re- 
lleve this distress, because it takes these idle. 
unemployed men from the streets 
anid gives them work to do at wages 
that will keep them and their families from 
want. And still the wages to be offered and 
the character of the work are not such as 
will tend toattract the unemployed of other 
cities, so that the plan in operation will ap- 
ply directly and solely to St. Louls. 

As for the practicability of making the 
lake as proposed, there is no doubt of its 
great value this winter. It offers immediate 
manual labor to men, the excavating to be 
done is in the natural valley lead- 
ing from the present small lake 
in Forest Park, and the result will 
ve, as l understand it, a half-mile lake es- 
tablished that will prove a splendid popular 
attraction. 

It is safe to promise that the eity govern- 
ment will co-operate heartily in every way 
possible in this work. It is directly to the 
city’s interest to have these men employed, 
thereby relieving the existing distress. It is 
also directly to the city’s interest to have this 
lake made in Forest Park. It is a project 
which has been in view fora long time, 
but which could not be carried out 
in the near future because the 
city did not have the money available to do 
its share of the necessary work, and there- 
fore could not order the Board cf Public Im- 

rovements to begin the work and call on the 

indell Railway Co. for its contract share of 
$25,000. It would bealong time before this 
could be done, and as this plan of the Posr- 
DisPaTCH Lake Poor Fund removes that 
aifficulty and promises immediate relief to 
the unemployed, the city will gladly assist in 
every way in its power. 1 think I can 
safely promise that there will be no difficulty 

laced in the way of releasing the Linden 
Railway Co, from its obligation tojthe city. 
Iwill certainly promise to use all the influ- 
ence I may possess to that end.’’ 


PRESIDENT M'’MATH’S APPROVAL. 


President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements was equally cordial in his 
support ofthe plan. He bad Mr. Colby, one 
of the board engineers, draw up the plan of 
a lake tbat could be made as proposed in 
Forest Park, estimated the cost of labor, 
etc., and in every way possible furthered 
the full practical development of the plan. 

‘*This department, and practically the en- 
tire City Hall, has been besieged by men 
seeking work, which the city is unable to 

rovide. Many of the applicants are work- 
ngmen thrown out of employment by the 
present hard times; men who really want 
work and whowlll not beg unless as a last 
desperate resort.

The greatest care has been taken in per- 
fecting the details of this proposed work. 

The surveys and final plans for the lake in 

Forest Park will be made by the engineers of 


the Board of Public Improvements under 
direction of President MceMath, The work of 
excavatlhig the lake will be done under the 
supervision of superintenaents and foremen 
of the Board of Public Improvements. All 
this work above mentioned will be done free 
of charge. With this arrangement made 
with the city, every dollar subscribed to the 
LAKE PooR FuND will be used in payment 
for the work of excavation, thus going sole 

and directiy to the une ployed of St. Louis. 

The proper handling of,the Lake Poor FunD 
has been provided ior as follows: 

A committee of citizens will be appointed, 
towhom the handling of the fund end.the 
payment for work dope will be intrusted. 
The subscriptions received for the fund will 
be deposited ina St. Louis bank tothe order 
of this committee. Every man who applies 
to this committee for work, or who may 
referred to the committee by parties to 
whom he has applied for assistance, shall be 
furnished acard to the superintendent in 
charge of the lake work at Forest Park en- 
titling him towork. At the end of every 
day’s work the Superintendent will give to 
the men employed tickets certifying that 
they are entitied to their wages for one day’s 
work. Upon these tickets as vouchers the 
citizens’ committee in charge of the Lake 
— Fund will pay the laborers for the work 

ne.

John. The plan promises a practical so- 
lution ofthe problem of providing employ- 
ment, and the proposed lake in Forest Park 
will certainly be a great attraction tothe 
public and to all lovers of rowing. 

In this latter connection I would suggest 
one point of advantage which I believe has 
not yet Deen thought of generally. The lake 
as proposed will offer a splendid body of 
water for the establishment here of the sport 
of canoeing, the great craze of the East 
among both men and women.
